It 
is hoped that no repetition of this nature will be experienced in the accompany- 
ing lot, Every possible precaution has been taten this time to prevait a 
recurrence. 



Attention is again invited to the letter accompanying the 
previous batch of cipher tapes. All the remarks contained therein applying 
to the previous batch of tapes apply to this lot. Each individual cipher 
tape sent you has been deoiphared and an EngLlsh copy printed, These, 
together with the master tapes and original plain text tapes, are kept 
on file here. No trick encipherment has been resorted to by this offioe. 

No departure from the previous procedure has been made with the exception 
that no disinterested officer has been called in to oheok the tapes in 
order to save time*. 

We would be pleased to reoeive from you a copy of the adden- 
dum to your first paper upon the proposed solution of this cipher which 
you forwarded to the Military Intelligence Division, That Division promised 
to send a oopy of this paper to this office but as it has moved its offioe 
to New York City, it is preswBd that the upset of offioe conditions has 
prevented the forwarding of a copy of this report to this offioe to date. 

Was not aware of the fact that Trott had. reached Washington, 
but shall take great pleasure in looking him up at an early opportunity.
